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COLD  STORAGE  REPORT 
AS  OF  JUNE  1 , 1939 


The -net  movement  of  manufactured  dairy  products  during  May  restored 
the  normal  into-storage  trend  for  this  season  of  the  year.  The  increases 
in  stocks  of  creamery  butter  and  of  American  cheese,  however,  were  consid- 
erably less  than  the  usual  average  for  the  period. 

The  net  into-storage  accumulation  of  creamery  butter  during  May  to- 
taled 14,259 >000  pounds,  the  increase  occurring  chiefly  in  commercial 
stocks.  This  compares  with  a net  increase  of  35*122,000  pounds  during 
May  last  year  and  a 5-year  (1934-38)  average  net  increase  of  22,105,000 
pounds.  The  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  and  relief  stocks 
were  increased  by  4,548,000  pounds  during  the  month  but  holdings  of  the 
Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association  were  reduced  by  14,876,000  pounds. 

Holdings  of  cheese  were  increased  by  3, £>35, 000  pounds.  The  net  in- 
crease during  May  a year  ago  was  14,871,000  and  the  5-year  average  in- 
crease 5*^23,000  pounds. 

The  net  into-storage  movement  of  shell  eggs  totaled  2,529,000  cases 
and  of  frozen  egg  meats  29,118,000  pounds  or  a total  case- equivalent  in- 
crease from  May  1 of  3*361,000  cases.  This  total  net  increase  case- 
equivalent  compares  with  2,324,000  for  the  May  period  a year  ago  and 

3.429.000  cases  for  the  5~year  average. 

The  storage  season  on  apples  closed  with  1,665,000  bushels  on  hand 
on  June  1.  Returns  indicate  an  increase  in  total  frozen  fruit  stocks  dur- 
ing May  1939  of  7>294,000  pounds.  A year  earlier  stocks  were  reduced  by 

4.791.000  pounds. 

The  reduction  in  stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  totaled  1,449,000  dur- 
ing May.  June  1 holdings  exceeded  those  of  a year  earlier  by  24,565,000 
pounds . 

Frozen  poultry  stocks  were  reduced  at  a somewhat  slower  rate  than 
usual.  Net  withdrawals  during  May  were  3*770,000  pounds.  This  compares 
with  8,004,000  pounds  withdrawn  during  May  1938  and  10,181,000  for  the 
5-year  average. 

Total  stocks  of  frozen  and  cured  meats  were  reduced  by  7,494,000 
pounds.  This  quantity  compares  with  a reduction  of  58* 959* (XX)  pounds 
for  the  same  period  a year  ago  and  66,532,000  for  the  5~year  average. 

June  1 holdings  were  73,^^4,000  pounds  heavier  than  those  of  the  same 
date  last  year  but  3^,456,000  pounds  below  the  5-yeajr  average  for  June  1. 
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FRUITS  and  VEGETABLES 


FRESH  FRUITS 

The  end  of  the  cold  storage  season  on  apples  indicated  the  equiva- 
lent of  1,665,000  bushels  still  on  hand.  This  compares  with  1,969,000 
bushels  on  June  1 last  year  and  with  the  5-year  (1934-38)  average  of 
1,523,000  bushels. 

FROZEN  FRUITS 

Total  stocks  of  all  frozen  fruits  were  reported  as  83,474,000 
pounds,  an  increase  over  May  1,  1939 , of  7,294,000  pounds.  Of  the 
total  June  1 holdings,  18,251,000  pounds  were  reported  as  unclassified. 
The  indicated  segregation  of  holdings  by  large  and  small  containers  is 
given  in  a table  on  page  7» 


FROZEN  VEGETABLES 

Stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  were  reduced  during  May  by  1,449,000 
pounds.  June  1 holdings  exceeded  those  of  June  1 last  year  by 
24,565,000  pounds.  Of  the  total  quantity  reported  on  hand,  3*754,000 
pounds  were  reported  as  unclassified.

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The  seasonal  into-storage  movement  of  creamery  butter  opened  in  May  with  an  indicated  net 
increase  in  stocks  of  14,259,000  pounds  during  the  month.  The  report  shows  commercial  stocks  to 
have  been  increased  by  24,587,000  pounds.  Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association  holdings  were  re- 
duced by  14,876,000  pounds  and  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  and  relief  stocks  were  in- 
creased by  4,548,000  pounds.  Total  holdings  of  butter  on  June  1 exceeded  those  of  a year  ago  by 

29.902.000  pounds  and  the  5-year  (1934-38)  average  by  53,251,000  pounds.  Commercial  stocks  were 

21.825.000  pounds  less  than  on  June  1,  1938,  and  1,524,000  pounds  in  excess  of  the  5-year  average, 

American  cheese  stocks,  which  were  increased  by  1,853,000  pounds  during  May  were 

14.626.000  pounds  less  than  those  on  hand  on  June  1 last  year  but  1,862,000  in  excess  of  the 
r: 5-year  average. 

The  seasonal  into-storage  movement  of  both  shell  and  frozen  eggs  continued  during  May  with 
a net  case-equivalent  increase  of  3,361,000  cases.  The  increase  in  shell  eggs  totaled  2,529,000 
cases  and  frozen  eggs  29,118,000  pounds.  Stocks  of  shell  eggs  exceeded  those  of  a year  ago  by 

786.000  cases  but  frozen  egg  holdings  were  12,887,000  pounds  less  than  on  June  1,  1938, 

The  total  case  equivalent  of  both  shell  and  frozen  egg  stocks  exceeded  those  of  June  1 
last  year  by  418,000  cases  but  were  268,000  cases  less  than  the  5-year  average. 

Withdrawals  of  frozen  poultry  continued  during  May  with  a net  reduction  in  stocks  of 

3.770.000  pounds.  These  are  somewhat  lighter  withdrawals  than  normal  for  this  period. 

June  1 stocks  were  14,749,000  pounds  heavier  than  those  of  the  same  date  last  year  and 
13,921*000  pounds  above  the  5-year  average.

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MEATS  and  LARD 
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Total  stocks  of  all  frozen  and  cured  meats  were  nearer  average 
on  June  1 than  they  have  been  for  some  time.  The  621,000,000  pounds 
on  hand  compare  with  5^8,000,000  pounds  on  June  1 last  year  and 

660.000. 000,  the  5-year  (193^-38)  average. 

Holdings  of  frozen  and  cured  beef  were  reduced  by  2,000,000 
pounds  from  May  1 and  exceeded  stocks  on  the  same  date  last  year  by 

1.000. 000,  but  were  21,000,000  pounds  below  the  5-year  average. 

Frozen  and  cured  pork  holdings  of  520,000,000  pounds  exceeded 
the  June  1 stocks  of  last  year  by  69,000,000  pounds  but  were  20,000,000 
less  than  the  5-year  average. 


Stocks  of  lard  were  increased  during  the  month  by  10,000,000 
pounds.  The  139,000,000  pounds  on  hand  June  1 were  16,000,000 
heavier  than  a year  earlier  and  1,000,000  pounds  above  the  5"*year  av- 
erage.

of  frozen  fruits  on  the  "basis  of  small  and  large-size  containers,  instead 
of  "by  the  previous  method  of  attempting  to  segregate  the  quick-frozen  and  cold- 
packed  holdings.  Indications  are  that  most  of  the  storage  operators  have  shifted 
their  reports  to  the  new  "basis,  "but  it  may  he  several  months  before  the  contained 
segregation  can  he  considered  productive  of  fully  dependable  results  for  the  de- 
tailed classifications.
